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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of tine proper language and format for an abstract of 
the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title.

Claim Objections 

6. Claim 4 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim 3. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim 4 is not 
been further treated on the merits. 
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7. Claims 1-4 are objected to because of the following informalities: the term "the 
protector" in claim 1 should be corrected with the term "the protective element" for 
language consistency. Further claim 2 uses the terms "one part" and "fixing" 
interchangeably. Applicant is advised to use a consistent language for each element in 
the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 2-4 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is not clear what the Applicant is trying to say by "the 
mentioned protective element". Further, it is unclear whether the applicant is referring to 
the specification of the disclosure or the previous claim? 

Regarding claim 3, the phrase "for example" renders the claim indefinite because 
it is unclear what are the meets and bounds of the claim and the scope of the claim is 
not clear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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9. Claims 1- 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Casey 
(Pat. 5766005). 

Casey discloses a protection cap assembly (e.g. protective element) for protecting oral 
tissue including a protective element or member that it is capable of being fixed to a 
bracket system (fig. 9-10) surrounding the molar tube behind its flaps, at the height of 
the arch projecting from the distal end of the molar tube, covering or enveloping the end 
of the arch by means of the corresponding fixing means 35 integrally joined to the body. 
Further, the cap assembly has a ring that is capable of covering the end of the molar or 
buccal tube and is stretchable to form a desired arch (col. 2, lines 44-67).
